Present claims 1-17, 30-41 relate to an extremely large number of 
possible compounds and methods based thereon. Support within the meaning 
of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is 
to be found, however, for only a very small proportion of the compounds 
and pertinent methods.
